THE INTER-STATE SLAVE TRADE- 
SLAVE MARKETS. ,

ied States in ten years ending with 1800,

The census of 1840 discloses 
the astounding fact that the increase of ilia 
slave population in the ten years then ter¬ 
minated, was less than 25 |»er cent., from 
which it would appear that ihe extra wuato 
of* human life tcilhin this decade, was equal 
to 7 |H-r cent, of the entire mass of slavey 
or 139,298 The following table shows tho 
proper increase based upon that of the for¬ 
mer ten years, viz: 32 per cent, sod the 
actual increase iu the state of population in 
1840.

Bui to this bewild¬ 
ering dream there came a sudden awak¬ 
ening. An atruugemeni had been 
made with Spam, and the government 
apprised of the enterprise of Burr, sent 
its emissaries to arrett him. He fled 
and with him Blauuerhasset. From 
that hour the fairy island became a des 
ert, and its ouce lordly possessor a beg¬ 
gar aud an outcast. Desolation soon 
brooded over the hearthstone which the 
wife and mother had cheered with her 
smiles, A few months elapsed and the 
traveller passing that island heard the 
long grass whistling in the ruins and 
saw the wild fox look forth from his hole 
unseated. 

Burr did not, however, abandon his 
dailiug scheme. Deserted by nine 
tenths of his adherents, he still refused 
to despair, but collecting a small body 
of men began to desceud the Ohio. He 
had purchased a tract of land in Loui¬ 
siana, where he resolved to form a settle¬ 
ment, which in time might become a de¬ 
pot from which to direct an attack on 
Mexico, if a favorable opportunity should 
occur. Bui as he proceeded the coun¬ 
try began to be alarmed. Humors were 
iu circulation that he intended to dis¬ 
member the Union, by separating the 
southwestern States from the rest of the 
confederacy. At length his progress was 
stopped by the authoiities. He was ar¬ 
rested on a charge of high treason, and 
sent to Virginia lor trial, under the es¬ 
cort of a party of dragoons. 

The history of this country affords no 
parallel to the extraordinary reverses of 
fortune which had befallen Burr; aud 
the mind can discover nothing to which 
to liken it, except in the events of east¬ 
ern histoty, where by the same turn of 
the wheel, the c imel driver rises to 
a monarch, and the suhan sinks lo a 
slave. But a lew years before, and he 
had been the popular idol, filling the 
second office of the nation, living with 
the splendor and munificence of a prince 
— now ibo meanest thief who dodged 
the officers of justice in some low alley, 
would not have bartered situations with 
him. Every man thought only of saving 
him-elf. It is believed that he would 
be convicted, guilty or not guilty; and iu 
all popular tumults, pretended inform¬ 
ers weie n«»t wanting. The public did 
not stop to inquire into his real purposes. 

One universal voice of reprobation rose 
from cast to west, from north to south, 
ciyiug out for the blood of the traitor 
who had ventured to plot the dismem¬ 
berment of his country. His few re¬ 
maining friends bent before the fury of 
the storm. Even his son-in-law, Gov 
Allston, of South Carolina, shrank from 
his side in the crisis. One individual 
alone clung to him in this hour of trial; 
need we say it was a woman ? the only 
daughter of the accused. 

If there is n redeeming feature in the 
charucier of Burr, it is to be found in his 
love for that child. From her earliest years 
he hail educated her with a care to which 
we look in vain for a parallel among his co 
temporaries. She grew up, in consequence, 
iio ordinary woman. Beautiful beyond 
most of her sex, accomplished, displaying 
to her family and friends a fervor ol affec¬ 
tion which not even every woman is capable 
of, the character of Theodosia Burr has 
long Iwen regarded almost aa we would 
regurd that of a heroine of a romance.

on his death-bed, he might aa well have ai 
tempted to seize tho moon and parcel it ol 
among Lis followers. 

The real secret of the popular l*#l*ef is t< 
tie found ia the character of Burr, in hit* 
the elements which make great men vver 
strangely mixed up with those in whic' 
eve may suppose the spirits of evil to provni 
themselves. He was hritve. affiihle, muuifi 
cent, of indomitable energy, of signal perre 
verance. In his own person he combine- 
two op|>osiie natures. He was siudiom 
hut insinuating, dignified, yet seductive.- 
Success did not intoxicate, nor reverses di* 
may him. Turning to the aspect of hi 
character, these great qualities sink into in 
significance beside his evil ones. 

He was n profligate in niorols, public and 
private. He was selfish, he wns artful, > 
master in dissimulation, treacherous, col« 
hearted.- VVhnt Sallust said of Catnlim 
might with equal propriety be said of him: 
“ Cupid us volt pi at uni glorice cupidior 
Subtle, intriguing, full of promisee, unepar 
ing of meun9, regardless of consequence? 
lie shot upward in popularity wuh as-touish 
ing velocity ; but n skeptic in honesty, i 
bcorncr ol nil things noble and good, he fail 
ed to secure the public confidence, ami fell 
headlong from his dizzy eminence. Here 
lies the secret of his ruin ; there was noth¬ 
ing in his diameter to which the great heart 
of the people could attach itself in love ; but 
they shrank from him in mistrust, ns from n 
cold and glittering serpent. The public sel¬ 
dom errs in nn estimate like this. 

After his trial, Burr went abroad, virtually 
a banished man. He wns still foil of his 
schemes against the Spanish provinces ; but 
ill England be met no encouragement, the 
nation being engaged in the peninsular war. 
lie afterwards visited France, where his pe¬ 
titions were equally disregarded, the emper¬ 
or being engrossed in the continental wars. 
Here his funds failed. He became misera¬ 
bly poor. He had no friend to whom to 
apply, but was forced to borrow on one oc¬ 
casion, u couple of sous from a cigar woman 
nt the corner of the street. 

At Inst he returned to New York, hut in 
how different a guise from the days of his 
glory. No cannon thundered at his coming, 
iio crowds thronged around the quay. Men 
gazed suspiciously oti him as he walked a- 
long or crossed the street to avoid him like 
one having the pestilence. But he wns not, 
lie thought, wholly desolate. His daughter 
still lived ; his heart yearned to clu*p her 
again to his hosotn. She left Chuileston 
accordingly to meet him. But though more 
than thirty years have aince elapsed, no ti¬ 
lings of the pilot boat in which she sailed, 
have ever been received. Weeks grew into 
mouths, nnd months glided into years ; yet 
her father and husband watched in vain for 
her coming. Whether the vessel perilled 
by conflagration, foundered in a gale, or 
was taken hy pirate* and all on board mur¬ 
dered, will never be known. 

It is said this lust blow broke tho heart of 
Burr, and that, though in public be main¬ 
tained a proud equanimity, in private tears 
would force themselves down Iris furrowed 
cheeks. He lived thirty years after this e- 
veni, but, in his own words, felt severed 
from tiie human race. IU had neither 
brother nor sister, nor child, nor lineal de¬ 
scendant. No man called him by the en- 
dearing* title of friend. The weight of four 
score years, was on his brow. He was 
racked hy disease. At last death, 60 long 
desired, came ; hut it found him, it is said, 
in a miserable lodging, and alone. Was 
there ever such a retribution ? 

In the bo rial place of Princeton College 
are three graves. Two, side by side, are 
surmounted ntarbie tablets, recording the 
virtues of thotie who sleep below, and who 
died Presidents of that august institution.— 
They are the tombs of the father anti grand¬ 
father of Burr. At their feet, aud partially 
between, is a third grave, but without a 
headstone, untrimmed and aunken in. There 
rests Aaron Burr. •

2,977,200. At $400 per head, on the aver¬ 
age, we show their aggregate money value 
to tlieir masters to he $1,190,000,000. Giv¬ 
ing ten slaves to each owner, and there ap¬ 
pears to be 207,710 slaveholders, adults, 
men, women and infants. On the average, 
therefore, each owner has a property iu 
slaves of $4,763. The opening of Califor¬ 
nia nnd New Mexico as a slave uiai4a4 
would probuldy raise the value of^ sl^pn 
33 1-3 per c**nt. Each owner, ther^ore, 
lias a monetary interest of $1,584 to inako 
them slave marts. If slavery was prohibit¬ 
ed to-day in all the territories, and the mar¬ 
ket for them thus restricted to state limits, 
their price would in five yenrs hence proba¬ 
bly fall 33 1-3 per cent, below tlieir present 
value; showing nn immediate and prospec¬ 
tive monetary interest in the decision of the 
question of slavery or freedom in the territo¬ 
ries, $3,163 to each slave owner, and an 
aggregn/e interest of $793,333,336; and if 
this question shall be determined in favor of 
freedom, the value of slave property in this 
Union will he reduced in five years lo ono 
half whul it would be otherwise.

DWELLINGS FOR THE POOR. 

Some time since, it will be remembered, 
a project was set on foot in this city, for 
the erection of Dwellings for the Poor, 
which should furnish cheap and suitable 
tenements for worthy families whose means 
do not admit ol the payment of the ordina¬ 
ry rent of a decent tenement. The need of 
sucb a provision was made evident by the 
observation of Mr Ball, the city missionary, 
and other philanthropic individuals. Sub¬ 
sequently a company was formed, and in¬ 
corporation obtained of the present Legis¬ 
lature, under the title of the Building Asso¬ 
ciation. A committee was then appointed 
to look for a piece ol land, Ac., suitable to 
the purpose in view. This committee, we 
understand, are to repoit shortly to the sub¬ 
scribers, having observed a lot of land in 
the lower part of the city. The committee 
have in their minds, we believe, a plan for 
the erection of a building which would af¬ 
ford twelve apartments, the entire expense 
of which, land included, would be about 
five thousand dollars. 

Whatever may be the details of the pro¬ 
ject, it is to be hoped" that the design will 
be carried into immediate effect. It is es¬ 
sentially a charity of a most permanent and 
beneficial character, and calculated to ame¬ 
liorate the condition of many poor families 
in an important respect. Now that the 
election is over, the attention of the benev¬ 
olent may well be turned in this direction. 
Money has been liberally spent for ihe suc¬ 
cess of party purposes, let an equal gener¬ 
osity be displayed in the cause of humanity. 
Those who are now rejoicing in the recent 
political issue must, we are sure, be glad 
to give cause of joy toothers. And how 
can this be done better than by providing 
the poor with cheerful, comfortable and 
tidy Homes ?

A SSOCIATION. 

The ‘ Working Men’s Protective Unions’ 
which have sprung up in various parts of 
the country within a few years past, have 
been, so far as we are aware, entirely suc¬ 
cessful. The advantages which they offer 
to persons dependent upon their daily labor 
—and to those who are not thus dependent 
as well—are too great to be overlooked by 
thrifty and economical managers. By uni¬ 
ting means in a common fund, and purcha¬ 
sing the necessaries of life at wholesale 
prices, while they are retailed at prices only 
sufficiently ndvairced to pay necessary ex¬ 
penses, a result is obtained from the prin¬ 
ciple of association of the most practical 
character. We have been rather surprised 
that working-men and others have not more 
generally adopted this saving expedient. 

We observed a week or two since, ac¬ 
counts of a meeting of Protective Unions 
in New York, for the organization of a 
general Union, to make the system more 
thorough and complete. 

A recent number of the N V sl— — 
tatned a n nocownt of an association of this 
sort which has been eminently prosperous. 
The company was formed about nine 
months since, by a number of Mechanics, 
who contributed five dollars each to estab 
lish a grocery store, in the city of New 
York. The store was obtained and stock¬ 
ed with groceries at wholesale prices, which 
have been retailed to, not only the original 
members, but the public generally. The 
result has been that, selling articles at suffi¬ 
cient advance to pay expenses, and return 
fair interest on investments, not only have 
great savings been made in the purchase ol 
groceries, but the stockholders have receiv¬ 
ed a dividend of iifteen per cent actual 
profits. This fact is one worthy of note, 
and taken in connection with others of a 
similar character, it shows, what might be 
ascertained also from other sources, that 
the number of exchangers, of traders—the 
number of those who live upon the profits 
of conveying the necessaries of life from the 
producer to the consumer, is muc[j larger 
than it need be. At present too many peo 
pie are engaged in the non-productive em¬ 
ployment of exchange, and accordingly .un¬ 
necessarily high prices have to he paid by 
the purchaser.

THE LATE RAILROAD ACCIDENT. f 
The following copy of a letter in reference 
to the late lanientablo Railroad Accident* 
which has been bunded to us for publication’ 
will sufficiently explain itself.— [Rtg. 

George Wilson, Esq., Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen of Marblehead. 

Dear Sir : — As you have kindly prof- 
ferred your assistance to tbe Company in alle¬ 
viating as fur os ntuy be tbe calamitous results 
to your townsmen from the disastrous collision 
on the Eastern Railroad on Friday morning 
last, and Icelmg that some explanation of the 
circumstances of ibis particular case and of 
the general conduct and rules of the road for 
(lie security of passengers, is due to the suf¬ 
ferers and the public, I take the liberty to ask 
you to give to tins letter such publicity as you 
may think neccessary to accomplish (hat ob- 1 
juci. The Directors have this day given the 
subject a thorough investigation Thu simple 
facts oro generally known An extra train for 
a particular purpose was arranged to leave 
Salem for Mlirblchuod at 12 midnight on the 
2d insl. Another extra tram was engaged to 
leave Lynn for Salem at an uncertain hour 
of the same evening. It was a very unsual 
occurrence that two extra trains should thus 
bo required to run over (he same track, hut it 
was an occurrance provided for under tho gen¬ 
eral rules. The lime for the Marblehead train 
being fixed, it was entitled to tbe road for a 
certain period, commencing nt & point of time 
at least five minutes before ihat fixed for its 
departure and extending to its arrival on (be 
brunch, thus giving it a clear track. The dis¬ 
tance betwcon Salem and the switch being 
one mile, five minutes is alwata ample time 
for any down train, to run in The Switchman 
of the Junction who was in Salem,was advised 
of lb* intei*d«d departure of llie "Marblehead 
train at 12 midnight, and directed to proceed 
thither and slop ihc Lynn train uud especial 
caution rcccommended lo do it in good lime. 
This is nil that ever is or ever has been done 
to avoid danger.

These regulations 
have been found lully adequate to the great 
object they have always had in view, the safe¬ 
ty of their passengers. In framing there rules, 
their design has been to place the lull respon 
sibility of each act required upon some one 
person whose duty should be always the same 
and not to divide and thereby in their opinion 
weaken it. If any better general system can 
bo introduced they are ready to adopt it. It 
there be any who will devote themselves more 
zealously to the Interest of the road and the 
security of the public, they are quite ready 
and anxious to give place to them. This is 
all they can d<> except offering to the friends 
of the deceased and to tho wounded their 
deepest sympathy and nil the alleviation that 
is in their power to render them.

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OPENING OF SALEM LYCEUM. 

A large number of persons beyond the 
usual attendants of the Lyceum, assembled 
at Mechanic Hall on Thursday evening, to 
hear the address of Mr Webster, and the 
Poem by Mr Field. The exercises occupi 
ed about two hours, and each of the gen 
llemen was received with considerable ap¬ 
plause. 

Mr Webster’s subject was the Early His¬ 
tory of the Constitution of the United States.

The audience 
frequently manifested their gratification by 
signs of approval; especially when, in clo¬ 
sing his remarks, Mr W. spoke of the value 
oM^Union, and deprecated the cry of—

mated and dignified in style. The theme 
chosen by the poet was, the Post of Honor.

It par-* 
took of the humorous, satiric, heroic and 
didactic. Many of the salies of wit drew 
forth the applause of the house. The allu¬ 
sions were especially pertinent to the occa¬ 
sion and the times.
